Re:  Ordering  of  Aerial  Photographs

TO  ALL  RAMI  EG-  FIELD  OFFICERS: 

In  order  to  standardize  the  ordering  of  aerial  photographs, 
is  effected  on  this  date: 

Soil  Conservation  Districts 

1.  Orders  for  aerial  photographs  for  Soil  Conservation  Districts  shall  he. 
prepared  by  the  State  Conservationist  and  forwarded  to  the  Regraq&l  -Carto¬ 
graphic  Division  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  inforinati'  . 

operation  of  a  District  has  been  determined  practicable 


2.  Upon  the  receipt  of  this  order  the  Regional  Cartographic  Division  will 
secure  approval  of  scales,  number  of  sets  of  photographs  required,  etc., 
from  the  Regional  Divisions  responsible  for  the  use  of  the  photographs, 
and  forward  the  order  to  the  Washington  Cartographic  Division. 

Special  Surveys 

When  aerial  photographs  are  required  in  advance  of  the  determination  that  the 
operation  of  a  District  is  practicable  and  feasible,  or  when  they  are  required 
for  a  special  survey,  such  photographs  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Regional  Carto¬ 
graphic  Division;  however,  such  orders  shall  be  approved  by  the  Regional  Chief 
of  Operations.  All  such  orders  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  adequate  justifica¬ 
tion. 


Scales 

When  scales  other  than  4"  -  1  mile  for  conservation  surveys,  other  than  2"  =  1 
mile,  3.17"  -  1  mile  or  4"  =  1  mile  for  range  surveys,  or  other  than  4"  =  1  mile 
or  3"  =  1  mile  are  ordered  for  farm  planning,  the  Washington  Cartographic  Divi¬ 
sion  shall  secure  approva.1  or  disapproval  of  the  appropriate  Divisions  in  Wash¬ 
ington. 


Other  Photographs 

All  other  'orders  for  photographs  aha.ll  be  handled  by  the  Regional  Cartographic 
Division,  through  the  Regional  Administrative  Services  Division,  and  shall  be 
charged  to  Cartographic  Division  funds  allocated  for  that  purpose.  These 
orders  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  adequate  justification. 


Forms  end  Maps 

Form  SC3-600  shall  be  used  for  all  orders  for  aerial  photographs.  If  a  legal 
description  of  the  Soil  Conservation  District  has  not  been  forwarded  to  the 
Regional  Office,  it  should  be  shown  on  a  copy  of  the  attached  form  by  the  State 
Conservationist.  The  Regional  Ccnr  to  graphic  Division  shall  prepare  a  Standard 
District  Outline  Mop  from  the  legal  description  and  shall  attach  two  photostat 
negatives  of  such  map  to  Form  SCS-600  when  it  is  forwarded  to  Washington.  The 
Regional  Soil  Conservation  Surveys  division  shall  be  furnished  with  such  photo¬ 
stat  copies  of  district  outline  maps  as  necessary  for  its  use  and  this  Division 
shall  attach  one  copy  to  the  Survey  Work  Plan  when  forwarded  to  Washington. 

When  it  is  necessary  to  order  photographs  through  the  Administrative  Services 
Division,  Form  SCS-600  shall  be  attached  to  Form  AD-14. 

Since  it  will  be  some  time  before  a  supply  of  printed  for^h^an>e-x)btained,  each^ 
region  is  authorized  to  duplicate  a  supply  for  immediut* j  /  VN
